Gov. Aldrich of 
Nebraska, the confederated eom m er 
elal clubs of the sta te, Cnion Pacific 
Railroad and various o th er bodies 
have Joined in an effort to stop th. 
thief, and representatives have been 
rushed off to W ashington to in te r­ 
est the fe d e ra l G overnm ent in he 
half ut' the present ow ners of the 
stream. 
May Cause Platte River to Go Dry. 
The river, which is in such d an g er 
Is the N orth P latte. 
Of the N orth I 
and South P la tte rivers, whic h c o m -J 
htne at this point, 
th e 
north ern 
branch brings th re e or four tim es as ' 
muc h w ater to the confluence. W ith ' 
the North P la tte diverted to oth *r 
uses, the present P la tte River, from 
the western end of the sta te to P la tts, 
mouth, on the Missouri will be but 
a dry tract of sand. 


Wyoming claim s th a t th a t stat a 
is in the rig h t in the action which 


it is taking, and points to the fact 
that it is rem aining stric tly w ith in 
the law while ta k in g possession of 
the water. 
And th e re is no denying 
that fact, either. 


North P latte R iver takes its rise 
In Wyoming and for several hundred 
miles flows through th a t state. Most 
of its water comes from the n u m er­ 
ous streams which pour down Wy 
oming mountains and find th eir way 
intp the North P la tte before it en­ 
ters Nebraska. 


Nebraska Got Careless of Rights. 
Some years ago th e re 
came 
change in the clim atic conditions of 
Western N ebraska, and, instead of 
dry seasons, sufficient ra in fell to 
mature the crops. 
So the settlers did 
not use the riv er w ater. 
They did 
cot have to irrig a te to produce crops. 
Consequently 
they 
perm itted th e ir 
irrigation ditches to d etrio ra te and 
become alm ost unusable. 
They slept 
on their rights, in o th e r words. And, 
under 
governm ental 
law, 
these 
water rights m ust be used if they 
are to remain in force. 
Then again did W yom ing farm ers, 
who had been living by dry farm ing 
methods, begin filing on N orth P la tte 
River water. 
The gov ernm ent will 
accept a filing any tim e, but only 
subject to form er filings and appro 
priations, 
N ebraska farm ers la u g h ­ 
ed when they discovered th a t W yom­ 
ing ranchers w ere m ak in g filings on 
th e ir river. 
“ We've got th a t solid." 
they said. 
“ No use try in g to get 
our river aw ay from us.” But the 
W yoming 
filings 
continued 
until 
practically every drop 
of 
P la tte 
river was filed on in W yom ing, su b ­ 
ject only to the N eb rask a filings. 
And N ebraska w as not u tilizin g the 
water under the filings of its fa rm ­ 
ers
